There was 
no cure. There is no cure. But it 
was fo und they co uld be kept alive 
by repeated transfusio ns. 


Ho w lo ng? 
Lo uis is o ne o f the 
children who Is living that answer. 
Since his seventh mo nth the bo dy 
hak existed, o nly by the bo rro wed 
vigo r tapped fro m the veins o f his 
father and strangers he has nevei 
seenv, He began by taking a fifth 
o f a pint at each transfusio n. No w 


every few weeks he 
needs 
fo ur 
pints. Later he may require even 
mo re. 
As he lay o n a bed in the Kings 
Co unty ho spital receiving his 304th 
pint o f Mo o d, Lo uis jo ked with the 
nurses. He didn’t lo o k ill. He is a 
little undersized, but his bro wn eyes 
so o n he co uld give the ho spital back 
so o n he co uld give the ho spitl back 
its peppermint-striped pajamas and 
go fo r a trip to the co untry 
*1 used to get the blo o d fro m my 
father,” Lo uis co nfided. “He’d Wring 
me here and he’d give as much 
blo o d as they let him.” 
•That's right.” said Dr. Harvey 
Oo llance, deputy medical superin­ 
tendent, “his father literally wo uld 
bleed himself white fo r the bo y” 
No w the blo o d is pro vided by the 
American Red Cro ss, which co llect« 
it in Bro o klyn and o ther areas fo r 
patients such as Lo uis. 
"It is always po ssible that same- 
o ne will disco ver a cure,” said Dr. 
Oo llance. “No t to o lo ng ago we’d 
have to give Lo uis up fo r lo st in his 
infancy. But no w we can keep him 
alive fo r many years.as lo ng as we 
have the Mo o d to give him. 
And 
he can lead a reaso nably no rmal 
life. But he’ll have to keep co ming 
back fo r transfusio ns as lo ng as he 
lives.” 
The do cto r spo ke to o lo w fo r Lo u 
is to hear. The bo y was impatient 
to leave. 


“I like to wo rk o n the farm in the 
co untry,” he said. "I like to plant 
things and take care o f ho rses. But 
when I gro w up I’m go ing to be a 
baseball player. Like Jo e Dimaggio 
I play in the o utfield myself.” 
Lo uis leads a no rmal life. He is 
an excellent student and will start 
Junio r High scho o l m at fall.
